\ {WILMINGTON - After receiving 
f ebmplaints for two months about 
the district’s mew bus vendor, 
frustrated school committee 
members vented their anger to a 
representative of the company at 
their October 28 meeting. 

Gig Michaud, the Massachusetts 
regional director of Bruce Trans- 
portation Group of Hudson, N.H., 
explained why the company has 
had poor service in the first year 
of its three-year contract with the 
town. 

Michaud said the cause of the 
problems is a shortage of drivers. 
According to Michaud, the com- 
pany had enough drivers to cover 
all the routes prior to the begin- 
hing of school. However, four 
drivers left and three others have 

out for other reasons since 

| started. 
«Michaud said these factors 
fnade it difficult to cover all the 
routes when the sports programs 
started. In some cases, buses are 
not getting to athletic events on 
time. “We've had to double-up on 
some routes because of the sports 
activities. The sports activities 
plus a shortage of drivers causes 
problems,” said Michaud. “Once 
the sports programs slow down 
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the North Reading line) Wilming- 
ton on Monday. 

The rescue, which would have 
been dangerous and virtually im- 
possible to perform only a couple 
of weeks ago, went off without a 
hitch thanks to the department’s 
formation of a confined space res- 
cue team.

you'll see an improvement.” 

However, board members said 
the problems go deeper than just 
a shortage of drivers. 

“I’m sorry to say, I've lost my 
patience with the company,” ex- 
pressed committee member 
Susanne Clarkin. “I see the issue 
as being much more basic. The 
first problem is a lack of commu- 
nication.” 

Clarkin said parents and school 
officials aren’t being notified 
when routes change or double-up. 
“Parents are starting to have al- 
ternative plans to pick-up their 
kids because the buses aren't,” 
she said. 

Michaud said the shortage of 
drivers has forced those who 
don’t ordinarily drive the buses to 
cover routes. “Having more 
drivers available allows members 
of the leadership team to work 
behind the desk and communi- 
cate,” he stated. 

Worried about the students’ 
physical safety, Clarkin also said 
that discipline on the buses is be- 
ginning to deteriorate. “Kids 
being physically handled by other 
kids and profanity [on the buses] 
isn’t acceptable,” Clarkin 
stressed.

“Reinstate the death penalty”

WILMINGTON: Precinct Three 
voters sent a clear message to 
State Representative Charles 
Murphy of Burlington on Tues- 
day: “If you get the chance, rein- 
state the death penalty.” 

Ballot question five, which 
asked Precinct Three voters if 
Murphy should vote in favor of 
legislation allowing capital pun- 
ishment for persons convicted of 
first degree murder, passed by a 
count of 565 votes for to 201 votes 


against. These numbers mirrored 
those from Burlington voters in 
Murphy's district, Murphy said. 

Murphy, however, had no idea 
the question would be on the bal- 
lot until he was inside the voting 
booth. He said he has no idea how 
the question got on the ballott, or 
who put it there, but said he plans 
to look into the matter. 

“I’m sure at some stage, when 
the issue returns in 1999, someone 
will point to these numbers, argu- 
ing that they are a mandte from

WILMINGTON - In the first in- 
stallment of this series, two weeks 
ago, the roots of abusive relation- 
ships were explored. Domestic 
abuse is borne out of one partner 
wanting to control their spouse, 
normally - but not restricted to - a 
man wanting to control his wife or 
girlfriend. 

This installment will look at the 
role local police play in domestic 
violence prevention, particularly 
the way in which restraining 
orders are enforced, and the how 
police and other government bod- 
ies can intervene in an abusive re- 
lationship, or help the abused. 


Safety. 

For most women, the safest 
place in the world is their own 
home. It’s a place where they can 
relax and let their hair down, and 
if they have a boyfriend or a hus- 
band, its a place where the two of 
them can enjoy each other’s com- 
pany. 


But for a woman in an abusive 
relationship, home can suddenly 
become a dangerous and uncom- 
fortable place to be. Her boyfriend 
or husband might be controlling 
her, telling her what to wear, or 
how to act, or who to be with. He 
might be ridiculing her, demean- 
ing her, or physically abusing her. 
In this type of situation, home is 
no longer a safe place. 

But this is not the type of danger 
that a woman can just run from, 
because she may be afraid of 
making the abusive boyfriend or 
husband angry, afraid she or her 
children might get hurt. Maybe 
she has nowhere to go, and no one 
to reach out to. 

In such an event, the first step to 
a woman's safety could be police 
intervention. Because of expanded 
powers in dealing with domestic 
violence situations, police can ar- 
rest a spouse or boyfriend even if 
they did not see any actual abuse 
take place.

Police Response

enough, and calls the police to in- 
tervene.

IRS Approved? Don't 
put your money on it. 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - Investors 
with Individual Retirement Ar- 
rangements (IRAs) should be on 
the lookout for ads and solicitations 
that claim that certain types of 
investments for IRAs are “IRS-Ap- 
proved” or “IRA Approved.” The 
government says these ads are 
misleading, because the IRS does 
not approve investments for IRAs. 

According to the Federal Trade 
Commission, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and the 
North American Securities Admin- 
istration Association, investors are 
getting misleading sales pitches for 
specific IRA investments via the 
telephone, the mail and the Internet. 
Most solicitations are variations of 
this theme: 

“This investment has been ap- 
proved for your IRA. You can use 
your IRA for this investment by 
filling out the forms in the attached 
information package. Our agent will 
take care of the rest. This has been 


reviewed by the government (or 
the IRS). This investment is so safe 
you can use it for your IRA. Only 
certain investments are approved 
for IRAs.” 

The agencies say that fraudu- 
lent promoters are trying to take 
advantage of consumers how may 
be confused about the role of the 
IRS when it comes to IRAs. The IRS 
issues letters to IRA sponsors, trust- 
ees and custodians certifying that 


they are complying with require- 
ments concerning investors rights, 
account administration, and stan- 
dards that allow contributions to be 
deductible. But the IRS does not: 
*review or approve investments; 
*advise people on how to invest 
their IRAs; 
*endorse any investments; of 
*issue statements that aninvest- 
ment in an IRA is protected be- 
cause the IRS has approved a par- 
ticular trustee or custodian. 


Before you invest, check with 
your state securities regulator to 
make sure the investment and per- 
son selling it are registered. You 
can find the phone number for your 
state securities regulator in the blue 
pages of the phone book.

Police response is a crucial measure

Do we need to make an arrest? If 
we attempt to take any action will 
we put ourselves in danger? 

It’s an unstable situation, but 
one that police officers are well 
trained for. 

Most departments, including 
Wilmington, dispatch at least two 
officers, and a senior officer, to a 
domestic violence call. This not 
only ensures police will be able to 

separate those involved in a do- 

Smestic dispute, but also means 
gypolice will be more able to deter- 
“line the nature of the domestic 
idispute. and what actions should 
© be taken to resolve it 

“If the situation gets out of con- 
trol, sending additional officers 
permits us to separate people, and 
«to keep the situation under con- 
trol,” said Deputy Chief Bernard 
Nally. 

The Wilmington Police Depart 
ment has responded to 180 domes 
tie problems, ranging from argu- 
ments to physical abuse, through 
September ot this year. This puts 
‘the department on pace to match 
Haast year's number of 204 domestic 
spincidents. They issue restraining 

“orders at a rate of two per week 
According to Nally, y of 
‘these domestic incidents 
Mresult of years of relationship 
wroblems, and police are only 

called in at the crisis points 

Because of the complex nature of 

domestic disputes, police are 

required to make a lot of determi- 
nations in a short amount of time. 

“We don’t want to wander in and 
arrest people, we have to find out 
what happened and if we should 
take a ction,” Nally said. 

Nally said police prefer to make 
an arrest as a means of prevent- 
ing a situation from escalating, 
and will remove all weapons from 
a house after an emergency re 
straining order has been issued to 
ensure people do not get hurt or 
worse. . 

Before the 1991 Domestic Vio- 
lence Law was passed, police did 
not have the authority to take ac- 
‘tion against suspected abusers. 
Police would have to rely on per- 
suasion, because they could not 
make any arrests or force the 
abuser or abused from the home, 
Nally said. 

“We had to leave it up to the vic 
tim to seek help or file criminal 
complaints, and lots of victims 
didn’t go to the courts then,” Nally 
said 

Now that police are able to take 
,action on their own, things have 
gotten easier. 

“In the case of a battered victim 
‘being afraid to prosecute her hus- 

band or boyfriend, if we have evi- 
dence of abuse we can arrest and 
prosecute the abuser without the 


* 
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cooperation of the victim,” Nally 
said 

Before the law, there were also a 
number of houses that police re- 
ported to every weekend for do- 
mestic violence situations. Most of 
these incidents involved alcohol, 
which allowed police to jail one of 
the persons involved for drunken: 
ness. But because of more effec 
tive restraining orders, and 
enforcement of these orders, 
police are no longer reporting to 
the same houses every weekend 

Police can issue an emergency 
restraining order, which forces an 
abusive husband or boyfriend to 
vacate a premises immediately. It 
is effective until the next day, 
when the abused girlfriend or wife 
has the option to meet with a dis- 
trict court victim witness advo- 
cate to continue the order. Most 
women do continue the orders, 
Nally said 

Look to the fourth and final sec- 
tion of the story for more informa 
tion on restraining orders. 


Effective restraint 

“We're well aware that people 
violate that piece of paper,” Nally 
said. “It doesn't prevent violence.” 

But this does not mean restrain- 
ing orders are worthless. 

If those who file restraining or- 
ders understand the orders, noti- 
fy police immediately if the order 
has been violated, and make sure 
to renew the order regularly, it 
can be an effective tool in pre- 
venting abuse. In addition, police 
will follow up on domestic vio- 
lence cases, and will keep track of 
restraining orders 

Unlike other departments, Wilm- 
ington Police do not have a domes- 
tic violence unit, or an officer spe- 
cifically assigned to follow up on 
domestic violence calls and subse- 
quent restraining orders. 

But this is not to say that they 
are ill-prepared to handle domes- 
tic incidents. 

In Wilmington, domestic vio- 
lence and abuse calls are handled 
on a case. by case basis. The 
responding officer will usually 
perform the follow-up work to 
ensure the situation has_stabi- 
lized, and that any restraining 
orders are being obeyed. 

Wilmington does not™have a do- 
mestic violence officer because 
the department can not afford to 
take an officer off the road to fill 
the position, and also because the 
department feels it is able to han- 
dle its current volume of domestic 
incidents and restraining orders, 
Deputy Chief Bernard Nally said. 

Officers receive extensive train- 
ing on how to handle domestic vi- 
olence situations prior to serving 
on a police force, and active offi- 
cers go through yearly in-service 
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training programs, or attend sem- 
inars run by non-profit groups, to 
keep them updated on the latest 
rules and regulations regarding 
domestic violence procedure. 
“Domestic violence is a core 
component of new officer train 
ing, making up 20 hours of the 
recruit program, and in addition 
they take related courses in sub 
jects such as intervention and 
conflict resolution,” said Cliff 
Keeling, Deputy Director of the 
state Criminal Justice Training 
Council in Reading, one of six 
such facilities located throughout 
the state. 

Keeling said the Training Coun 
sel provides in-service and re. 
fresher courses to 8,000 officers 
every year. 


Victim/Witness Advocates 

Each district court has at least 
one victim/witness advocate, a 
person who helps abused women 
decide if they want to file a re- 
straining order, appears with the 
abused woman in court to request 
a restraining order, and if an 
arrest has been made will guide 
abused women through the crimi- 
nal process from the arraignment 
to sentencing, 

The day after an emergency re- 
straining order has been issued, 
the woman can request a 10 day 
temporary restraining order. In 
ten days, the defendant has a 
chance to be heard by the court 
and a judge may grant a one year 
restraining order. 

Restraining orders may allow 
both parties to live together, under 
the condition that ro abuse takes 
place, or may allow visitation 
while others may prohibit all con 
tact including third person con 
versations and phone calls 

The victim/witness advocate will 
give an abused woman useful in 


formation, and will put her in 
touch with local counseling 
groups. 


According to Amy Prisco, of the 
Domestic Violence Division of the 
state Family Protection Unit in 
Somerville, the victim/witness ad. 
vocate will tailor their approach 
to each victim's situation 

“We present a victim with a 
number of options, and allow 
them to do what he or she feels is 
best for them, and we respect 
their decision,” Prisco said 
“We're not in the role of giving 
advice.” 

The Woburn District Court has 
one victim/witness advocate, 
while the busier Lowell District 
Court has four. 

Prisco said the victim/witness 
advocate’s job can be frustrating, 
because of the sheer volume of 
cases and related police reports 
coming through their offices 
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everyday. Also, some domestic 
violence victims cannot afford 
court costs, find daycare for their 
children while they go through the 
process, and move in the event 
that it becomes necessary to relo- 
cate. 

“We have strong laws, but the 
system does not always work the 
way we want it to work,” Prisco 
said 


Restraining order summary 

A restraining order - also re 
ferred to as a A Order” 0 
“protective order” - is a civil court 
order which is meant to provide 
protection from physical or sexual 
harm caused by force or threat of 
harm from a family or household 
member. 

Under Chapter 209A of the Mas 
sachusetts Abuse Prevention Act, 
domestic abuse is defined as 

Actual physical abuse, 

An attempt to harm another, 

Placing another in fear of seri 
ous physical harm, 

- Causing another to engage in 
sexual relations by force, threat of 
force, or duress. 

A restraining ord n be ob 
tained against a spouse or former 
spouse, present or former house- 
hold member, a relative or former 
relative by blood or through mar 
riage, the parent of your child, a 
person with whom you have or 
had a substantial dating relation- 
ship. 

A restraining order can be ob- 
tained in the clerks office of any 
Family Court, Probate Court, Dis: 
trict Court and Superior Court in 
the state. Emergency restraining 
orders can be obtained through 
any police department after the 
normal business hours of the 
courts, such as on weekends and 
holidays. There is no charge for 
filing a restraining order, and no 
lawyer is needed 

The courts may have an advo- 
cate from a local battered 
woman's shelter or agency, and a 
Victim/Witness Advocate from 
the local District Attorney's office, 
ist you in filing the form, 
gainst your abuser. 
ges do not have to 
be filed, but can prove helpful to 
police in enforcing the restraining 
order. 


If the restraining order is violat- 
ed, call police immediately, and 
show police either the order, or 
evidence of how it was violated 
(bruises, scratches. violation of 
your premises, contact with you at 


either your home or workplace) 
The suspect will be arrested if po- 
lice have reason to believe he vio- 
lated an order, or you can file 
charges against the violator at the 
District Court clerk's office.

much money they had. He would 
give her an allowance of $10 dol- 
lars a week, which he often took 
back from her, asking her “What 
do you need this for, anyway?” 

Ms. Smith also had an ailment 
which left her incapacitated much 
of the time. As a result, she was 
not only mentally isolated because 
of Joe, but was physically isolated 
as well. 

Joe would leave her in her bed, 
and remove her wheelchair from 
the room, so she had to lie in the 
dark until Joe decided to let her 
out. On other occasions, Joe would 
leave her in the middle of the 
street, and laugh at her from the 
couple's front porch. 

Joe developed a substance abuse 
problem. He drank heavily, and 
would take pills to wake up, and go 
to sleep. And things got worse. 

Joe did not just control her with 
mind games, he also used his fists. 
It began when he hit his and Ms. 
Smith’s children. First he would 
slap them hard for upsetting him, 
but this turned into uncontrollable 
hitting. When Ms. Smith inter- 
vened for the sake of her children, 
Joe turned his attacks on her. 

Ms. Smith said Joe knew he was 
doing something wrong, and 
would try to make amends. After 


he beat her up, he might clean or 
do the cooking. 

But he also made sure that she 
didn’t try to seek help. 

“He always told me that if I ever 
told people what, was going on, 
they wouldn’t believe me,” Ms. 
Smith said. “He made me feel no 
one would even care.” 

The fact was, people did care, 
but they did not feel comfortable 
getting involved in the situation, 
Ms. Smith said. A friend, a neigh- 
bor and family members of Ms. 
Smith knew what was happening 
but did not intervene, Ms. Smith 
said. 

“They were afraid they may have 
to help me, afraid to know what 
was going on, they didn’t want to 
know,” Ms. Smith said. 

But after everything Joe did was 
brought out into the open, no one 
was surprised to hear about it, Ms. 
Smith said. 

At one point, Ms. Smith tried to 
get marriage counseling, but after 
the first session Joe said to her 
“well, I guess we'll never do that 
again.” 

The violence got worse, despite 
Ms. Smith's attempts to reason 
with Joe. 

“The more I talked, the more 
physical he was,” Ms. Smith said. 


I usually ended up on the floor: 

It reached its boiling point r 
after threatening to kill Ms. 5 
for months, Joe finally attempted: 
to take her life. s 

After a second attempt on 
life, Joe was finally issued 
vacate order by a lawyer. 
Smith then obtained a restrai 
order which barred Joe from 
iting his children, or from coi 
within 300 feet of Ms. Smith or 
children. It’s an order Ms. Si q 
said Joe consistently violates. Sh6: 
claims to have pictures of him, 
near her and her children. wt 

The ordeal has had a lasting 
affect on her children, who Ms. 
Smith said carry strong feelings 
around with them, and who go 
through periods of extreme anger. 

“They are shattered by the reali- 
ty of what their father was,” Msz: 
Smith said. a 

To women in abusive relation: 
ships, Ms. Smith has two words of 
advice: Get help. 

“It seems like the riskiest thing 
to reach out for help, but it’s 
worth it,” she said. “And no mat- 
ter what happens afterwards, 
you'll find a way to make it.”

firefighters, underwent an inten- 
sive five day confined space res- 
cue training program all of last 
week at Zeneca Resins, 730 Main 
St., Wilmington They were 
retrieving a rescue dummy from a 
chemical holding tank at Zeneca 
just three days before rescuing the 
man at Benevento. 

Because of their rescue training, 
firefighters had the man in an am- 
bulance an hour after they were 
notified of the accident. 

A consortium of 21 Wilmington 
companies paid for the Fire De- 
partment’s confined space rescue 
training, equipment, as well as the 
overtime pay for the firefighters. 

According to Fire Chief Daniel 
Stewart, firefighters could not 
have performed the rescue with 
such speed and ease if it were not 
for the confined space rescue 
equipment and training. 

“This moves us into a new age of 
rescue,” Stewart said. 

The five day training program 
on how to conduct confined space 
rescue operations was run by 
Charles Flanagan, of the Emer- 
gency Training Association of 
Winthrop. 

“We're very proud of all the fire- 
fighters who went through the 
training and residents should be 
proud to have firefighters who are 


trained at this level,” Fire Chief 
Daniel Stewart said. 


The Consortium 

A confined space is an area 
which is not designed for human 
occupancy, but which must be 
entered from time to time. These 
space can contain atmospheric 
hazards such as low oxygen levels 
or toxic gases, mechanical haz- 
ards such as blades or stirrers, or 
electrical hazards such as exposed 
electrical connections. Typical 
confined spaces are water meter 
pits, waste water sumps, tanks, 
and some utility rooms. 

An Occupational Safety and 
Health Association (OSHA) stan-

dard requires industries which 

conduct work in confined spaces 

to create an emergency response 
plan, to be carried out by a desig- 
nated agency. 

Rather than pay for separate 
emergency response plans and 
agencies, in 1995 the 21 town com- 
panies contributed $30,000 to the 
Fire Department for it to create a 
confined space rescue team. The 
leaders of this move were Moe 
Bechard of Zeneca, and Al Shafn- 
er of Ametek Aerospace Products, 
50 Fordham Rd., Wilmington. 

By creating a centralized con- 
fined space rescue team within 
the fire department, industries 
save money on creating individual 
teams, and ensure that a well 
trained rescue team will last for 
some time to come. Separate res- 
cue teams for each company could 
experience a high turnover, and 
this could lead to less effective 
rescue operations. 

The Fire Department will now be 
able to monitor the confined space 
areas of each local industry as 
part of their yearly safety inspec- 
tions. 

The companies, in addition to 
Zeneca and Ametek, which con- 
tributed money towards the con- 
fined safety rescue team are 
Lightolier Inc., Koch Membrane 
Systems Inc., Industrial Protec- 
tion Products Inc., Altron Inc., 
Charles River Laboratories Inc., 
Edward C. Whitney and Son, Ana- 
log Devices Inc., ResourceNet In- 
ternational, Dawson-MacDonald 
Co. Inc., Textron Systems Inc., 
AGFA Division Bayer Corp., All 
Interiors Inc., Aluminum and 
Glass Concepts, Crystal Ware- 
house Corp., Diamond Crystal 
Specialty Foods, Massbank, Raffi 
and Swanson Inc., 3M Corp., USM 
Corp. 

Following the accident, Beneven- 
to has said it will also join the con- 
sortium, Stewart said. 

The creation of the confined 
space rescue team brings the fire 
department into contact with local 
industries, and fosters cooperation 
between the two. Through their fi- 
nancial contributions to the fire- 
fighters training and equipment, 
the industry group ensures that 
both they and the fire department 
will have a better ‘working rela- 
tionship with each other 


Training 
During the final day of training, 
the firefighters ran real-time sim- 
ulations of confined space res- 
cues. One firefighter, wearing 
safety equipment including a gas 
mask, was sent through the 18 
inch opening at,the top of a hold- 
ing tank, and was lowered on a 
rope 12 feet to the tank’s bottom, 
to “save” an 185 pound rescue 
dummy. The dummy was fitted 
with a harness, and firefighters 
waiting at the top of the tank 
raised it to safety. 

According to Lt. Joseph McMa- 
hon, officer in charge at the time 
of the Benevento accident, the 
training paid off. 

“The [Benevento] rescue went 
just as well as the rescues we per- 
formed during training,” McMa- 
hon said. “It worked like a 
charm.”

Confined space rescue team 
member Ed Corcoran could hard- 
ly believe his ears when he was 
called in to perform a confined 
space rescue so soon after com- 
pleting the training. 

“I thought it was a drill, or a 
joke,” said Corcoran. “But it 
worked great, I don’t know what 
we would’ve done if we hadn’t had 
the training.” 

The remainder of the fire depart- 
ment not trained for service on 
the confined space rescue team 
will be educated on confined 
space rescue during a general 
training day, which has yet to 
occur. On this day, each shift will 
receive hazardous awareness 
training. 

Corcoran said that despite some 
officers not being trained in con- 
fined space rescue, all firefighters 
did well during the Benevento res- 
cue. 

“Even guys who weren't trained 
did well, the left hand knew what 
the right was doing during this 
rescue,” Corcoran said. “The 
whole operation went slicker than 
slick.” 

The confined space rescue pro- 
gram not only makes firefighters 
competent to deal with industrial 
accidents, but it could also come 
in useful in similar situations, 
such as if a child fell into a well 

According to Flanagan, a spe- 
cially trained team is needed, be- 


cause a large number of these in- 
jured and killed in confined space 
accidents are would-be rescuers 
who didn’t know what they were 
doing. 

“Many rescuers don’t know what 
they are getting in to,” Flanagan 
said. 

In a situation where someone is 
trapped or unconscious in a closed 
space, rescuers have to know how 


to identify the dangers present, 
and in most cases the number one 
danger is a lack of oxygen in the 
space. Rescuers also have to 
determine if the person is dead or 
alive, because unlike a rescue, a 
body retrieval does not have to be 
rushed, which could put even 
more lives at risk.

It can't always be easy being 
The Big Guy, the one everyone and 
the water boy looks to to make the 
big play, the one every opposing 
player sees inhis Wheaties all week 
before the game. Jim Goglia, se- 
nior tri-captain for the Shawsheen 
Tech Rams, wouldn't have it any 
other way. For him, it is a labor of 
love. 

“He's got the knack of lifting us 
up with plays on either side of the 
ball,” said Tech head coach Al 
Constabile. “He’sbeena very steady 
player for us.”

"That oneI remember the most,” 
Banda said chuckling. "I wanted to 
get in so badly, I couldn't believe I 
was taken down at the 1."

Ding, Ding...dinner's here

I'm hungry 

‘Time for dinner, and I want red 
meat. (Big surprise there, eh”) But 
I'mnotinterested in beef right now 
Mad cow disease, E coli, antibiotics 
and growth hormones...nah. I want 
organically grown meat, tree of 
contaminants, 

Beef is pretty high in choles- 
terol, too. All that fat marbled 
through the grain of the meat may 
taste yummy, but it clogs up the old 
plumbing, sooner or later. 

There is a red meat out there 
that is very low in fat, free of pollut- 
ants and free from the stress that a 
longhorn must feel being led up the 
ramp to oblivion. Imagine the ter- 
ror a steer must feel when the 
butcher “next!” 

The meat I want is venison. Deer 
meat. With luck and planning, and 
a lot of healthy exercise, I can put 
up to 100 pounds of venison in the 
freezer this month. Maybe more, 
since Massachusetts allows you to 
take more than one deer. One of my 
uncles has a walk-in freezer, and he 
hunts with his son in several states 
Last year they stocked three deer 
and a bear into the meat locker for 
the winter. Well done, Uncle Jim! 

Deer cannot be domesticated like 
our doomed steer above. Around 
this time of year, the bucks (males) 
become deadly. Humans have been 
killed while tending to supposedly 
“tame” deer during the breeding 
season. They're simply too danger- 
ous to keep in a pen. They must 
remain wild 

And wild deer are everywhere. 
Biologists determine hown 
a given area can support, based 
upon plant life and other factors, 
then wildlife managers estimate 
how many deer are living there. All 
too often the numbers are out of 
whack, and badly so. There are 
simply too many deer, and their 
numbers continue to rise. With no 
natural predators (our fault, of 


course) there is nothing to stop 
them from continuing their popula- 
tion explosion. As a bellweather, 
the number of deer-car collisions 
continues to rise, even in densely 
populated suchas the beltway 
around Washington D.C. Enter the 
hunters. We are the only thing keep- 
ing deer numbers even slightly in 
check. Upwards of 7,000 deer will 
be harvested in Massachusetts this 
year, and that won't put even a dent 
in the herd. All that meat, with 
plenty more on the hoof, and it’s 
your's for the taking. But you have 
to be a hunter to harvest it, since 
venison cannot be sold. (There is a 
movement underway to have bow 
hunters donate a portion of their 
bounty to homeless shelters, which 
makes perfect sense to me.) 

And deer hunting is fun, I'm 
delighted to say. Yeah, there is 
some killing involved, but very little, 
and only after hours (days) spent in 
the woods feeling like a part of the 
great natural play going on around 
you. It’s enriching, and comfort- 
ing. Oh, and if the sight of a deer in 
the wild won't get your heart pound- 
ing, nothing will! 

But hunters are disappearing. (I 
hear some of you cheering, don't.) 

Only those who grew up with 

hunting and their children are con- 
tinuing the ancient tradition. I've 
seen few if any “new” hunters ap- 
pearing, though the sport is open to 
all. I foresee the day when profes- 
sionals will be hired to trim deer 
populations in some areas, notably 
in urban zones. It might sound nice 
tohave lots and lots of deer around, 
but only if you don’t mind having 
your garden reduced to zero over- 
night by a 200-pound rabbit, or 
risking death and injury on the 
road 

The payoff from deer hunting, of 
course, is a fresh supply of venison 
I like mine cut into steaks, done 
rare, or ina hearty stew. I haven’t 
tried making sausage yet, but 
maybe this year, if I get lucky. 
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While waiting for the referees to show up during last week's

we'd have to create our own. We 
needed British Officer uniforms. 
I'd always made Jim’s and my Co- 
lonial clothes, so making the Brit- 
ish uniforms seemed the most natu- 
ral choice. I made two of the four 
uniforms.

We borrowed 2 from the National 
Park people,” she added 

Research is required to get the 
most authentic style of uniform 
befitting the historical period and 
the colonial Boston area.

As the exploration of outer

Selenium offers hope for men 


For the approximately 185,000 
men who are diagnosed with 
prostate cancer every year, cur- 
rent research suggests that the 
mineral selenium may provide 
new hope. 

A recent study found that 
“higher selenium levels were asso- 
ciated with a reduced risk of 
advanced prostate cancer.” 
Researchers from Harvard 
University, who studied more that 
33,000 men, found that those with 
the highest selenium levels were 
only about one-third as likely to 


a low level of selenium is an 
important risk factor for prostate 
cancer,” said Dr. Larry Clark 
M.P.H., a leading selenium 
researcher from the University of 
Arizona Cancer Center. As the 
principal investigator in the 1996 
Nutritional Prevention of Cancer 
with Selenium (NPC) trial, Dr. 
Glark conducted one of the most 
hoteworthy selenium studies to 
date. 


“ In the NPC trial, he and his 
colleagues found significant 
reductions in cancer in individu- 
als receiving a daily 200 mcg 
selenium supplement. As report- 
éd in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, 
researchers found that patients 
Who took daily doses of seleni- 
ttm had 68 percent fewer cases 
of prostate’ canter, 58 percent 
fewer colon or rectal cancers, 
and 45 percent fewer lung can- 
cers than those not receiving 


supplements. 


’ “Based on these promising 
findings, researchers need to 
conduct additional prevention 
trials with selenium so public 
health recommendations can be 
thade some time in the near 


future,” said Df. Clark. 


Selenium is a mineral that 
naturally occurs in foods such 
as whole grains, seafood, garlic, 
eggs and mushrooms. 

Preliminary studies indicate 
that selenium, an antioxidant, 
helps fight diseases including 
cancer by neutralizing harmful 
elements called “free radicals”, 
the unstable molecules that 
damage tissue. Most individuals 
do not receive enough selenium 
in their diet, but dietary supple- 
ments are available at many 
drug, grocery and health food 
stores. 

“The research we've conduct- 
ed to date suggests that a 200 
microgram daily dose of seleni- 
um is safe for most people,” 
says Dr. Clark,.

Dr. Michael Zack 
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He mixes medicine and poetry 


To some of his colleagues, Dr. 
Michael Zack has two totally 
unrelated vocations, medicine 
and poetry. But Dr. Zack, a pul- 
monary specialist at The 
Malden Hospital as well as a 
published poet, sees it different- 
ly. “Being a poet makes me a 
better physician and being a 
physician makes me a better 
poet.” 

Zack began reading and writ- 
ing poetry four years ago. “For 
over twenty years, I hadn't read 
about anything except medi- 
cine,” explains Zack. “I was 
primed to enter into a different 
kind of thought process.” Zack 
not only found he liked poetry, 
but he also had a talent for it. 

Today he has had over forty 
poems published in literary 
journals and was the cover poet 
in the September issue of Boston 
Poet. His second book of poetry 
has recently been published 
after winning the 1997 National 


Poetry Competition, from 
Anamnesis Press in San 
Francisco. 


Some of Dr. Zack's patients 
are intrigued by his success as a 
poet. He jokes that other 
patients probably think he 
should be spending more time in 
the medical library, but Zack 
doesn’t believe his poetry com- 
promises the care he provides.

Dr. Zack’s poetry is not about 
his patients, although many of 
the themes stem from his rela- 
tionship to patients and the 
healing process. “As a physician, 
I have an advantage because I 
have access to dramatic themes, 
explains Zack. “People who are 
confronted with an illness devel- 
op a special intimacy between 
themselves and their physician.

Dr. Tatarunis says only a 
small portion of her poetry is 
about patients, but for her the 
real relationship between poetry 
and medicine is the linguistics 
of poetry. “I love the language of 
poetry. The similarity to medi- 
cine is found in the vocabulary 


of medicine, the Latin root of 
words,” 

Dr. Tatarunis doesn’t do 
many public readings. She 
describes herself more of a shy- 
on-paper-poet, but she found 
doing the series with Dr. Zack 
fulfilling. “Most hospitals, espe- 
cially community hospitals, 
address the humanities even 
less than medical schools,” 
explains Dr. Tatarunis. “It’s won- 
derful that Hallmark Health can 
offer the Dr. Cremone Memorial 
Lecture. It was a great opportu- 
nity to participate because I 
love medicine and I love poetry. 
They are like two children that I 
love in different ways and they 
both bring meaning to my life.” 

Dr. Zack agrees that poetry 
has made his life richer. “Poetry 
helps me be a richer and less 
tense person, “says Dr. Zack. “It 
helps me handle the various cri- 
sis I have to deal with. In 
essence, poetry is like meditat- 
ing except in meditating you 
take in. In poetry you give out to 


those who listen or read you.”

thin layer of the proper solvent 
for the type of paint onto the 
surface of the paint left in the 
can. Use just enough thinner to 
cover the surface of the paint. 
Then, the next time you use the 
paint, simply stir the thinner 
into the paint. This way, you 
have no skin formed at all and 
there is nothing in the can to 
fish out and dispose of without 


making a mess. Besides, most 
paints will spread much more 
easily when they are slightly 
thinned, especially those that 
have thickened a little as their 
solvents evaporated during a 
previous use and a period of 
storage.

Q: The concrete walk in the 
corner of our L-shaped house 
has settled to a slope of 3 or 4 
inches. The slope causes rain- 
water to seep into the crawl 
space. Can we top this walk 
with a thin layer of concrete, 
or will it crumble? 

A: You have three choices: 
replace the slab, top it with a 
layer of concrete, or lift it up 
and fill in under it. There are 
two ways a homeowner can lift 
a slab. If the edge of the slab is 
accessible, you can use a pry 
bar. If the edge is not acces- 
sible, or it’s too big to pry up, 
you can jack it up. 

Span across the slab with 
two 2-by-4s placed on edge. 
Bore holes through the 2-by-4s 


and through the concrete slab 
(rent a hammer drill if need 
be). Take some threaded rod 
(known as all thread) and put 
a spring-loaded wing on the 
end of each, Push the rod 
through each hole in the 2-by-4s 
and into the holes in the slab. 


Put a washer and nut on top 
of each rod and thread the nut 
down, Drive the rod down, with 
a hammer if necessary, until 
the wings open under the slab. 
Be sure to put the nuts on the 
threaded rod before driving the 
rod down. Driving the rod will 
mushroom the threads and 
make it difficult to thread the 
nuts on the rod.

How to combat 


roof fungus stains 


“Why does my roof look so 
dirty? What can I do about it?” 

Those are questions that have 
perplexed homeowners in all 
parts of the country. 

To begin with, it’s not dirt - 
though commonly referred to as 
“fungus”, it’s actually algae. 
Nearly all types of roofing sys- 
tems are susceptible to algae dis- 
coloration. It is most readily visi- 
ble upon a white or light-colored 
roof, while it is not so visible on a 
darker roof. 


The discoloration usually has a 
brown to black appearance, and is 
often mistaken for soot, dirt, moss 
or tree droppings. 

The primary species of algae 
being observed is Gloeocapsa 
Magma. This type of algae is con- 
tained in and transported through 
the air, and tends to collect and 
grow on roofing structures. The 
algae discolorations shouldn’t be 
confused with moss or tree drop- 
pings, which typically produce 
only localized discolorations. 

Algae discoloration is most

widespread in coastal areas, espe- 
cially the Gulf States and along 
the Northwest and Eastern 
What Can I Do? 

According to the Asphalt 
Roofing Manufacturers Associa- 
tion (ARMA), the best way to pre- 
vent roof discoloration by algae is 
through the use of commercially 
available algae-resistant asphalt 
shingles. Copper, which is well 
knows for preventing algae grown 
in marine applications, is being 
incorporated into the granules of 
asphalt shingles.

Is your roof ready for severe 
weather? Whether you live in 
the cold North or the temperate 
South, the approach of winter 
should signal an alarm. 

It is always best to discover a 
roofing problem before Mother 
Nature wakes you up in the mid- 
dle of the night. The National 
Society of Home Inspectors rec- 
ommends an annual roof inspec- 
tion as part of any home’s regu- 
lar maintenance. The’older your 
roof, the more important an 
annual inspection becomes. 

First, check your roof’s weak 
points. Contractors estimate 
that more than 90 percent of 
roofing leaks occur at vertical 
“penetrations”, such as around 
skylights, chimneys and dorm- 
ers. When you check these 
areas, look for holes in the 
metal flashing - that’s the metal 
that is often used to seal around 
penetrations - that could allow 
leakage. Also, look for flashing 
that has separated from the 
roof. 

Next, inspect high water vol- 
ume areas, such as valleys 
(where two roof surfaces meet 
in a V-shape) and gutters. 
Because of the enormous 
amounts of water that flow 
through these areas, they will 
often be the first to show wear. 
Look for worn shingles with 
missing granules or buckles. 
Clean gutters to allow unob- 
structed water flow, and make 
certain that they are properly 
attached to your house. 

Finally, is your roof ready for 
strong winds? Your roof’s edges 
are the areas most susceptible

with the manufacturer of your 
roofing material. 

First, gently disperse the solu- 
tion on the roofing surface. use 
normal precautions for handling 
bleach. Apply it carefully to avoid 
damage to other parts of the 


building and its surrounding land- 
scape. 


Avoid scrubbing the surface, as 
the friction may loosen and 
remove granules. Always work 
from a ladder and/or walkboards 
to avoid direct contact with the 
roof surface, Observe all possible 
safety precautions when working 
on or near the roof. 

Finally, rinse the solution from 
the roof by gently spraying the 
surface with water. This solution 
application and rinse process will 
make the roof surface slippery 
and potentially hazardous to walk 
on during treatment. 

‘The treatment of such cleaning 
techniques is only temporary, and 

discoloration will likely recur. 
However, there are several types 
of algae-resistant roofing products 
now commercially available. 
These are designed to inhibit 
algae growth for extended periods 
of time. 


ARMA cautions that high pres- 
sure washing systems for algae 
removal should not be used.

#2: CHOOSE THE RIGHT GLOSS 
LEVEL 

Selecting the right gloss level 
for an interior paint job involves 
siderations. From an aesthetic 
standpoint, you must decide 
what sheen level will look best. 
Practically, however, you also 
must think about how that 
glossiness will perform there: a 
higher gloss level will highlight 
imperfections in the wall, but it 
will also offer easier cleanup 
should the surface get dirty. 

On kitchen walls, for exam- 
ple, you might choose a semi- 
gloss paint to help make cleanup 
easier. But if your walls have 
many marks and nicks, you 
might want to use an eggshell 
finish, which will not highlight 
the imperfections as much, yet 
still offer easier cleanun than a 
flat paint. For living rooms and 
bedrooms - which generally are 
not as demanding as kitchens 
and bathrooms - a flat paint is 
ideal, since it will hide minor 
imperfections in the walls. 


#3: Use QUALITY TOOLS AND 
BRUSHES 

Always use quality brushes 
and tools. They will help you 
apply the paint more smoothly 
and evenly, making the job easi- 
er and more enjoyable. 


The best brushes are well bal- 
anced, hold a lot of paint, and 
distribute it evenly on the sur- 
face. Look for brushes with 
tightly packed bristles and test 
them for flexibility by fa:uning 
them out. Also, tug ligk ly on 
the bristles - if more thay a cou- 
ple come out, consider buying a 
different brush. 

When applying any latex or 
waterbased coating, use only 
synthetic (nylon polyester) 
brushes and roller covers. Alkyd 
and oil-based paints can be 
applied with either synthetic or 
natural applicators. 

#4: USE TOP QUALITY PAINT 


Compared to ordinary interi- 


or paints, top quality paints 
have superior adhesion, apply 
more smoothly, have better 
stain resistance and generally 
look better longer. 


In terms of application bene- 
fits, top quality paints won’t 
tend to spatter or show brush or 
roller marks. And a single coat 
is often sufficient to produce a 
greater looking finished job. 

Top quality interior paints 
also are tougher and more 
durable than ordinary interior 


paints. They resist yellowing 
and have superior resistance to 
stains. Even if spots or stains do 
get on a top quality paint, they 
can usually be wiped off easily, 
without damaging the finish.

Top quality 100 percent 
acrylic latex paints are also a 
good choice for masonry 
because of their superior alka- 
line resistance. Since fresh 
masonry is very alkaline, it can 
“burn” an ordinary coating, 
resulting in color change and 
deterioration of the paint. 
However, by using a quality 
acrylic sealer, then applying a 
top quality 100 percent acrylic 
latex paint, you can avoid this 
unsightly problem. 

On aged masonry, these 
paints are beneficial because of 
their resistance to efflorescence 
- a crusty, white deposit that is 
leached from the masonry as 
water passes through it.

Reducing risk of 
home electrocutions 


According to the U.S. Consumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion, installing a ground-fault circuit interrupter (GFCI) in 
household branch circuits could prevent the more than 200 
electrocutions and thousands of electric shocks and burns 
that occur in and around the home each year. 

Of course, proper installation of the device is essential. 

The GFCI is an electrical circuit that is built into a device 
such as a circuit breaker or an outlet. It is designed to pro- 
tect people from severe or fatal electrical shocks. It can 
switch off the power to the device in a fraction of a second 
(about 1/40th of a second), which is fast enough to prevent 
injury to anyone in good health. 

The GFCI is activated when the circuit senses an im- 
balance in the electrical current between the hot and neutral 


Hazardous 
dryer venting 


Ver.ting the exhaust from a 
clothes dryer may sound like a 
simple thing, but it’s something 
that can endanger a home if not 
done correctly. 

According to UL, dryers 
should be installed with a rigid 
metal vent. Always use the 
straightest path possible when 
routing the exhaust vent. If 
bending is necessary, it should 
be done gradually to avoid kink- 
ing. Duct tape should be used to 
seal all joints. Do not use screws 
to secure the vent since lint can 
catch on them. 

Snaky metal coils or flexible 
plastic tubing should not be used 
because they can kink. When 
kinks happen, air flow is blocked 
and lint is trapped. The ridges 
in the tubing can also trap lint 
causing a buildup that may 
eventually block the flow of air. 

When air flow is hindered, 
heat will be trapped inside the 
dryer creating a potential fire 
hazard. Normally, if a fire 
occurs in the drum, it will exit 
through the outside vent. If the 
vent is blocked, the fire can 
spread to the cabinet and other 
surrounding areas. Trapped heat 
can also cause thermostats to 
malfunction, which will slow 
down the drying process. 

Additionally, vents should be 
inspected and cleaned periodi- 


cally.

An imbalance in the electrical current occurs when an 
unintentional electrical path, known as the ground fault, ex- 
ists between the current and a grounded surface. Without a 
GFCI, a person providing the path to ground could be 
severely shocked, burned or electrocuted. 


A GFCI outlet receptacle is ineffectual if it is not properly 
installed. With a regular duplex outlet receptacle, there are 
two terminals for the hot wire and two terminals for the 
neutral wire. It doesn’t matter which hot terminal you con- 
nect the hot wire to. The same holds true for the neutral 
wire. It’s a different story, however, with a GFCI recep- 
tacle. 

Markings on the back of GFCI outlets indicate LINE and 
LOAD. The wires from the circuit breaker or fuse panel box 
must be connected to their respective LINE terminal 
screws.

All GFCIs have test buttons for consumers to check 
whether they are functioning properly. Pushing the test but- 


ton will switch off the power to the GFCI outlet and any feed 
through outlets. If power is not interrupted, either the GFCI 
outlet is not wired correctly, or it is faulty
